TO MILITIA. ARTISTS TELEPHONED MILITIA STATION TO REQUEST 
COPY OF ORDER BUT HAVE NOT BEEN ABLE THUS FAR TO OBTAIN ONE. 
ARTIST SAID INVITATIONS TO FOREIGN DIPLOMATS AND PRESS WILL 
SOON BE SENT OUT.ALONG WITH MAP INDICATING EXHIBIT SITE. 

ANOTHER ARTIST INVOLVED CONFIRMED INFORMATION TO EMBOFF 
SEPARATELY AND SAID "EVERYONE" NOW EXPECTED THAT EXHIBIT WOULD 
BE HELD. HE THOUGHT IT UNLIKELY THAT AUTHORITIES WOULD RISK 
ANOTHER UNPLEASANT INCIDENT, SINCE THEY KNEW THAT FOREIGN 
DIPLOMATS AND PRESS WERE KEEPING CLOSE TABS ON PROGRESS OF 
EXHIBIT AND THAT MANY PLANNED TO ATTEND. HE ALSO SAID THAT 
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MANY MORE UNOFFICIAL ARTISTS THAN PREVIOUSLY HAD ASKED TO 
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TAKE PART IN SECOND EXHIBIT. 
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
